HE good. sense of the majority of the 
French people—which has kept successive 
French Ministries from sacrificing thou- 

sands of lives, and probably fresh territory, in a 
vain attempt to regain Alsace-Lorraine from 
Germany—should influence President Faure’s 
present Administration in the really small 
question of Fashoda.

British and Foreign Military Escorts Enter 
Pekin.—A telegram from Pekin says the entry of the 
special military escorts ordered to that city by the British, 
Russian, and German Governments to protect their Repre- 
sentatives formed a striking ceremony on Oct. 7. The 
Cossacks headed the procession, the British Marines 
coming next, pulling a Nordenfeldt gun. The Chinese 
authorities made strenuous efforts to prevent the detach- 
ments bringing guns, but the British and Russian 
Representatives insisted upon the necessity of the measure. 
A crowd of fifteen thousand Chinese witnessed the arrival 
of the force. The Tsung-li-Yamen -lodged an official 
protest against the excessive number of the Russian escort, 
which is double the strength of that of the other Powers. 
Italian, Japanese, and French escorts were expected to 
follow shortly. 


The Czar Arrived at Copenhagen last Saturday, 
and was met by the King of Denmark and the Royal per- 
sonages assembled at the Danish Court. His Majesty was 
driven to Bernstorff Castle, and spent a considerable time 
praying by the coftin of his revered grandmother. 


The Khedive in Turkey.—The Khedive of Egypt, 
his brother Mohamed Ali, and Hassan Assim Pasha, Grand 
Master of the Ceremonies, have received from the Sultan 
the Turco- Greek War medal. Mahomed Ali Pasha, 
the Khedive’s brother, Las received the Order of the 
Osmanieh set in brilliants. 


The Emperor William’s Trip to Palestine. 
The German Emperor and Empress have left Berlin for the 
Holy Land, but have abandoned the idea of prolonging 
their tour to Egypt. Their Imperial Ma/esties were 
accorded a hearty welcome by the King of Italy at Ven ce, 
whence they voyage to Constantinople to visit the Sultan. 
The horse on which the Emperor will ride into Ccnst. n i- 
nople is a gift of the Sultan. It is a purebred Arab 
stallion. The metal part of the harness is of pure gold 
and silver, and has been worked in the Turkish capital. 
The only new point in the Imperial programme seems to be 
that itis intended to hold a religious service on the Mount 
of Olives on the afternoon of Sunday, Oct. 3). On Nov. 4, 
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while the Emperor is visiting the Greek monastery Mar 
Saba, the Empress will drive to Solomon’s Lakes, and 
probably in the afternoon to the Jews’ Wall of Wailing. 
The return to Haifa is fixed for Nov.9. From Haifa the 
journey is continued to Beyrout, when an excursion lasting 
several days will be made to Damascus and Bethlehem. 
The dedication service of the Church of the Saviour in 
Jerusalem will take place on Oct. 31 at 9.30 a.m.

A General View of Jerusalem. The journey 
from Damascus to the Holy City is accomplished on horse- 
back in twelve days. It is difficult for the traveller, on 
beholding modern Jerusalem for the first time, to realise 
that this little town, round whose walls he can walk in an 
hour, is the veritable Holy City with which are associated 
the events of Christ’s history. The present walls were built 
in the sixte: nth century, and only a few stone courses of them 
belong to the ancient walls. The buildings are all new, and 
the gorgeous City of Solomon lies buried under the débris 
of sixteen sieges and captures. But the natural features of 
the country remain substantially unchanged. Jerusalem 
stands on four hills, once separated by deep valleys, which 
are now partially filled with the débris of the successive 
destructions of the city. The present circumference of the 
city is nearly two and a half miles, and the population 
numbers fifty thousand. 


The Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem. 
The huge fortress-like pile of buildings at the eastern 
extremity of Bethlehem comprises the Church of the 
Nativity and the three contiguous convents, belonging 
respectively to the Latin, Greek, and Armenian Churches. 
The Chapel, or Grotto, of the Nativity is a cave in the rock. 
It is twenty feet below the floor of the church, and is 
approached by two spiral staircases.

Picking and Packing Apples. 

Apples are already appearing in iLe markets in quantity, 
and the all-important question comes in as to picking, 
grading, and packing. It is equally true in this country, 
as in Canada, that there is still room to learn some- 
thing of this trade, as to how to handle and when to 
handle this wonderful commercial product — the apple. 
Of course, it goes without saying that the fruit-grower 
who wishes to muke a name for himself must have every 
apple picked and handled like eges, and not like potatoes, 
for every tiny bruixe tends to make the fruit of second 
grade. There is a common notion that apples should lie 
sweating in heaps for some days before packing ; but this is 
a mistake, for in this way they are made to ripen too fast. 
They should be packed as soon as picked, and hurried awny 
at once to some cold storehouse, if the best results are to be 
expected, so that their crispness may be retained.
